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Residents try to avoid 
special billing for drain 


Residents of Romulus' Wincliff 
Subdivision are hoping to gather their 
neighbors together in a cooperative 
effort to avoid a $570 special 
assessment recommended as a means 
to solve a drainage problem by the 
city's administration. 

* Residents living on Julie, Marc and 
Michelle streets near Wick and Wayne 
roads have complained to the city about 
continuing drainage problems which 
result in water standing as much as 9- 
inches deep in their backyards during 
much of the spring. 

“We started working on the problem 
last year, but with the dry summer, it 
didn’t continue, so we didn’t press for a 
solution,” said Tom Panian, the 
spokesman for 60 residents affected by 
the problem. “But with the winter 
thaw, it began again, and we asked the 
city for help.” 


At a meeting between the Romulus 
city administration, the Romulus City 
Council and the citizens, the city’s 
engineer recommended a new drainage 
program for the homes and proposed 
residents pay for it at a cost of $570 per 
home. 

“There’s no way we can afford that 
kind of an assessment,” Panian said. 
“So instead, we’ve been working 
together for another solution and may 
have found it.” 

Some residents in the problem area 
have installed perforated pipe some 18 
inches in the ground and covered it with 
gravel. 

The pipe-gravel combination appears 
to soak up the excess water in 
backyards and carry it away. 

And the cost can’t be beat. 

“By furnishing our own labor, I think 


the job can be done for as little as $20 
per home, “Panian said. “The trick’s to 
get everyone to agree.” 

Residents in the neighborhood cir- 
culated a petition last weekend asking 
if all citizens would be interested in the 
plan. 

Of the 55 property owners involved, 43 
agreed to go along with the plan and 
only one dissented 

“We couldn’t contact the others,” 
Panian said 

The citizens group has set up a 
meeting with the Romulus City Council 
at 7:30 p.m. Monday in the City Hall. 

Romulus Mayor Pro Tern Beverly 
McAnally, who chairs the Romulus City 
Council, said the legislative body wants 
to explore the means of solving the 
problem. 

“I can say that in the past the council . 
has appropriated funds to serve special 


interests,’’ Mrs. McAnally said. “There 
may be a possibility to do the same in 
this instance. 

“But there must be discussion on the' 
issue and an understanding on what it 
will take to resolve it.” 

Panian said that the sooner the 
problem is resolved, the better it will be 
for all residents. 

“There’s no doubt the standing water 
causes a health and safety hazard.” he 
said. “There was a time last winter 
when my 2-year-old son, David, was 
playing in the backyard on the ice. 

“He broke through and got stuck fora 
few moments in the mud caused by 
standing water. 

“Fortunately my wife was looking 
out the window and could help him 

“But it’s nothing any parent wants to 
contend with and hopefully we can take 
care of the problem this year for good.” 


county parade closer to city 


A decision which may bring the 
Wayne County Bicentennial Parade 
closer to the City of Romulus will be 
made in two weeks. 

Members of the Wayne County

Residents plan city clean-up 


Residents of Romulus are 
drawing together to help 
clean up the community 
before May 1 

The city has hired 18 
residents under the Com- 
prehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) to 
clean roadways, ditches and 
public property throughout 
the city; while the Girl 
Scouts and Boy Scouts, have 
pitched in to inform the 
residents of the month-long 
clean-up campaign. 

“Thecampaign has moved 
along quite well,” said 
Romulus Council President 
Pro Tern Joan A. Lee who is 
heading the effort this year. 
“The CETA employes have 
been in action a little more 
than a week, and already the

"I’m just hoping the spirit 
of these 18 clean-up helpers 
can be transferred to all the 
citizens of the city so the 
campaign is a success.” 


Mrs Lee said that in-

branch with heavy fines for 
any litter violators or those 
ticketed for unkempt 
premises and junk cars.” 

Girl Scouts have saved the 
city more than $700 through 
volunteer work. The 
youngsters volunteered to 
leaflet the city to inform 
residents of the month-long 
campaign and to win public 
cooperation. 

“I would like to publicly 
thank all of our girls and 
their efforts in passing out 
Mayor (Terry) Troutt’s 
letter on the clean-up 
campaign,” Mrs Lee said.

A Romulus councilman 
and the husband of another 
have left jobs with the 
General Motors Corporation 
following a protest by the 
United Auto Workers ( UAW) 
of their hiring in late March 
City Councilman Jack 
•Trumble and Robert E. Lee. 
the husband of Council 
President Pro Tern Joan A. 
Lee, resigned their positions 
at the GM parts warehouse 
April 15 after the UAW 
protested 'their hiring. 

Workers at the parts 
warehouse informed The 
Romulus Roman that 
Trumble was hired March 24 
and Lee on March 19 — only 
days after the Romulus City 
Council approved in prin- 
cipal a 50 percent tax break 
for the giant corporation for 
new construction on a 375- 
acre parcel in the city. 

The UAW contended that 
the contract between the 
union and the automaker 
was violated in the hirings, 
since GM had agreed to hire 
other GM employees laid-off 
from their jobs before hiring 
“outsiders” to fill available 
positions in the company 
Neither Trumble nor Lee 
were laid off from GM jobs 
prior to their employment at 
the warehouse 
Trumble, a member of the 
Sheet Metal Works In- 
ternational Association had 
been working a road con- 
struction job and Lee had 
been working as a tool and 
die maker for Ford Motor 
Co. Both have been out of 
work for more than a year 
Both men had worked for 


GM in the 1960s. But that 
employment did not qualify 
them for immediate hiring 
under the existing UAW 
contract with GM. 

Both Trumble and Mrs. 
Lee denied that their votes 
on the tax break resulted 
from the corporation’s hiring 
of the two men.

Lawmaker criticizes Congress I ^ photography 


It mav be comforting for 
some to know that we have a 
lawmaker in Lansing exerting 
his energies to make it a 
criminal offense for any 
unauthorized person to try to 
make an atomic bomb. 

Rep. Edward E. Mahalak s 
legislation also would make it a 
crime for an unauthorized 
person to possess the atomic 
bomb ingredient, plutonium. 
Mahalak is state representative 
for the 38th District which 
covers the City of Romulus and 
Sumpter Township. 

The information that 
Mahalak has introduced the 
bills came to us in one of his 
weekly press releases which 
allow us to let you know what 
Rep. Mahalak wants you to 
know about what he is doing in 
Lansing. The representative 
may find that this is one press 
release he probably should 
have placed in file 13 rather 
than mailed to us. 

According to the press 
release, Rep. Mahalak is 
concerned about atomic bombs 
because of a report by scientist 
that a Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology student has 
figured out how to construct an 
atomics bomb. 

"Ideally, we should have a 
federal law covering this, but I 
don't feel we in Michigan can 
afford to wait for such a law in

light of these recent 
revelations. We owe that much 
to the safety of Michigan 
citizens." 

Although Rep. AAahalak is 
critical of action by the U.S. 
Congress, he feels apparently 
the State Legislature works 
more quickly. Being that he has 
been in the Legislature for quite 
some time, we find his criticism 
of the workings of Congress 
ironic. Does he really feel our 
State Legislature works any 
faster? 

Going back to the atomic 
bomb problem, AAahalak in his 
press release states that the 
student said he began dabbling 
in the physics of nuclear ex- 
posives to prove how easily 
terrorists could build an 
atomic bomb it they sold 
radioactive plutonium to power 


it. The student added that he 
did not actually try to build an 
atomic bomb, but that he has 
proven to the satisfaction of 
experts that it can be done. 

"If all of this is true, and 
there is every indication that it 
is, it becomes imperative that 
we take immediate steps to 
protect the public safpty by 
making it a criminal offense to 
possess plutonium or try to 
build an atomic weapon," 
AAahalak wrote in his press 
release. 

While he wrote that there 
presently is no statute which 
specifically makes it unlawful 
to attempt to construct an 
atomic bomb, he added: "Yet, 
information readily is available 
in public and technical libraries 
which would assist anyone 
trying to figure out how to build 
an atomic device." 
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The representatives 
proposals would make it a 
felony for anyone, except those 
authorized by law, to possess a 
device utilizing atomic energy 
for the purpose of developing an 
atomic weapon, or to possess 
plutonium or uranium enriched 
in the isotope 233 or 235, ac- 
cording to the press release. 

Quite frankly, these 
proposals before the state 
Legislature seem like a waste 
of time. 

It's illegal to drink alcoholic 
beverages and drive, yet 
hundreds of people in this state 
do just that daily. It's illegal to 
smoke marijuana or use drugs 
such as heroin, yet thousands 
of AAichiganders do those things 
daily. They know it's against 
the law — the law is on the 
books passed by the Legislature 
— yet the law doesn't stop 
them./ 

Unfortunate as it may seem, 
if someone wants to make an 
atomic bomb and can get the 
necessary chemicals, no law on 
the books in this state or on a 
national level will stop him. 

We're not saying there 
shouldn't be laws because, 
people don't obey them, but 
there are enough ridiculous 
laws on the books now just 
dealing with .possible minute 
incidents. Rep. AAahalak do we 
really need another such law on 
the books?

Romulus officials may change building code

Officials in Romulus are 
moving toward a change in 
the city’s building codes 
which may avert a tragedy 
similar to one which recently 
claimed the life of an 18- 
month-old girl. 

Both Mayor Terry L. 
Troutt and Mayor Pro Tern 
Beverly McAnaily said they 


will back a proposal to 
require the addition of 
smoke detectors in a 
multiple dwelling. 

“The death of the little girl 
was a tragic thing,” Troutt 
said “I have instructed the 
city attorney to review the 
building codes in the city to 
consider including smoke 
and heat detectors in all 
rental units.

“I feel espedially bad, 
since I believe the girl could 
have been saved if her 
mother had had some 
warning on the fire.” 

The child, Rosalind Ruffin, 
perished in an early-morning 
blaze March 25 in the Oak- 
brook Townhouse complex 
on Eureka Road west of 
Middlebelt Road in 
Romulus. 

The blaze apparently 
started on the first floor of 
the 2-story townhouse in 
which the child, her mother 
Mamie, and a 6-year-old 
sister slept. The blaze, 
believed to have been started 
by a candle, lit to provide 
light during a power 
backout, swept up the stairs 
of the townhouse unit to the 
bedrooms and through the 
roof of the building. 

“The response time for the 
Fire Department was good,” 
Troutt continued “But by 
the time the units of the Fire 
Department arrived, the 
blaze was out of control.” 

Six units of the Romulus 
and Taylor fire departments, 
including a ladder truck 
from Taylor, answered the 
call at approximately 2 a m. 

The Romulus fire station 
from which the first units 
responded is less than 500 
feet from the front door of 
the Ruffin apartment unit. 

Mrs. McAnaily said she 
believes a prior warning 
could have saved the child, 
and added: "I’m especially 
concerned about a lack of 
escape routes from the 
upstairs of an apartment 
unit. 

“Maybe the city should 
, look into requiring some sort 
of ladder in at least one 
upstairs bedroom to provide 
egress from units, in ad- 
dition to requiring smoke 
and heat detectors.

Van Buren joins county grant request 


An application for up to 
$700,000 of federal funds for 
community development 
projects in local com- 
munities, including Van 
Buren Township, in Wayne 
County has been authorized 
by the Wayne County Board 
of Commissioners. 

The potential money is 
available in a 1-year block 
grant under the federal 
Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) on 
April 15, and if approved by 
HUD, the funds will be ad- 
ministered jointly by the 
County Planning Com- 
mission and Office of 
Program Development and 
Coordination. 

Most of the money, 
$226,000, is planned for 
public works projects. 
Another $200,000 is scheduled 
for recreation, and $192,000 
for housing and im- 
provement of neighborhood 
facilities. 

Dollar amounts to be spent 
in specific communities will 
not be determined until the 
grpnt finally is approved 
since in the program HUD 
funds various projects on 
basis of census tracts, not 
community boundaries. 

Amoung ihe projects 
contemplated is the 
acquisition of land for fire 
station needs, parking 
facilities and senior citizen 
housing, rehabilitation of 
substandard structures, 
improvements in water and 
drainage systems, and 
planning and development of 
neighborhood parks and 
playgrounds. 

“Although we are applying 
for a 1-year grant, the 
program offers renewal 
possibilities which would 
extend it up to three years," 
said Roscoe L. Bobo, the 
chairman of the county 
board.

Owen surveys health code

The premature release of 
dangerous criminals back 
into society continues as a 
result of recent court rulings 
and the recently revised 
State Mental Health Code. 
However, a 2-bill package to 
correct this situation has 
recently passed the 
Michigan ‘House of 
Representatives and now 
awaits Senate Judiciary 
Committee action. 

The need for remedial 
legislation was demon- 
strated all too clearly by 


recent incidents involving 
persons released 
prematurely from mental 
institutions A Detroit man 
beat his wife to death after 
being ruled not guilty on a 
murder charge by reason v( 
insanity, then being found 
not mentally ill by a civil 
court. In a similar case an 
elderly Flint couple were 
murdered. 

The blame for this legal 
entanglement lies partly in a 
Michigan Supreme Court 
ruling regarding defendants 
declared not guilty of a 
crime by reason of insanity. 
The court rightfully intended 
4 to insure such persons would 


not be indefinitely left in 
mental institutions without 
official committment as a 
mentally ill person. 

However, critics of the 
decision point out that this 
permits release of persons 
no longer mentally ill by 
psychiatric standards, but 
still potentially dangerous to 
others. 

The revised state Mental 
Health Code also receives 
part of the blame. It states 
mental health patients must 
receive periodic review of 
their progress. Some feel 
that the code fails to define 
mental illness adequately.

The long and fiery coaching career of Keith Emerson has 
ended. 

Emerson, who for the past five seasons has headed 
Belleville High's football coaching program, is bowing out of 
the coaching scene to devote more time to his family . 

“I have spent 17 years 
coaching high school teams 
and I want to spend more 
time with my family,” said 
Emerson last night. “My son 
will be playing college 
football next season and I 
would like to watch him 
P la y” 

•KEITH JR. starred for 
Dearborn Divine Child and 
has a couple of scholarship 
offers. The young Emerson 
hasn’t made up his mind 
where he will go to school 
upon completion of high 
school this June. 

“I’ve pondered about this 
KEITH EMERSON (about resigning) for quite 

some time,’’ continued Emerson, “in fact I offered to resign 
a year ago, then decided against it” 

Some of Belleville High’s grid fans were critical of 
Emerson when he failed to come up with a contender. He 
answered this w r ith : 

“When I accepted the job five years ago Belleville hadn’t 
won more than one game in what was then the Suburban 6 
Conference in each of their last 10 seasons. 

“In fact, when we posted a 5-4 record in 1971 , it was the best 
football record at Belleville in the past 15 years.” 

“But, times are changing I guess and people with them.” 

Emerson coached football and was head of the athletic 
department at Dearborn Heights Robichaud for more than a 
decade when he decided to leave the controversial school 
district in the late sixties. The era was punctuated with 
student walkouts and board of education squabbles. 

MORE THAN 50 of Emerson coached players eventually 
found their way into the college ranks. In fact, Keith Simons, 
one of the top notch defensive tackles in the Big 10, will be a 
co-captain of the University of Minnesota team this season. 

Simons is a senior. 

And, while at Robichaud, Emerson coached such stalwarts 
as Silas McKinnie who went on to set all sorts of records at 
the University of Iowa as a running back. 

Last year Emerson’s Tigers posted a 2-7 won-lost record. 

“People seem to forget that Belleville is the smallest high 
school in the Suburban 8,” said Emerson, “and, despite the 
fact, I think our boys did one heck of a job.” 

Harry Hidenfelter, Belleville High athletic director, said 
he has no candidates at present to fill the vacancy. 

'•We’ll see if we can find someone within the school system 
to take his place. If not, then we’ll take a look at other can- 
didates,” he said.

AN ORDINANCE TO REQUIRE THE SECURING OF 
ABANDONED OR VANDALIZED STRUCTURES 
WITHIN A SPECIFIED TIME PERIOD AND TO 
PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION 
THEREOF 

WHEREAS It has been brought to the attention of the 
Romulus City Council that a large number of buildings 
have been abandoned and-or vandalized for an extensive 
period of time within the City and that said abandoned 
and-or vandalized buildings have been permitted to 
remain unprotected and unsecured against entry, further 
vandalism and-or trespass; and 

WHEREAS: The abandoned and-or vandalized buildings 
have become a gathering place and play area for children, 
other persons not authorized to use or utilize said 
buildings for purposes of congregation, unlawful 
behavior, and. as a result thereof, extensive and serious 
police and health problems, as well as further 
deterioration of such abandoned or vandalized buildings 
and the surrounding neighborhood have resulted; and 
WHEREAS: The abandoned and-or vandalized buildings 
have, in many instances become open, exposed, 
deteriorated and otherwise unsightly to the point that they 
have affected the general character and value of the 
surrounding neighborhood as well as the health, safety 
and welfare of the community at large; and 
WHEREAS: In addition to abandonment and-or 
vandalism such vacated abandoned or vandalized 
buildings have, by virtue of such neglect, frequently 
become the site of dumping of trash, debris, garbage, 
paper boxes and the like, which have further contributed 
to the unsightliness, character and value of the 
surrounding neighborhood; and 

WHEREAS: The City Council, after investigation, has 
determined thai prompt boarding and otherwise sealing 
off of such abandoned and-or vandalized buildings and 
prompt and continued cleanup or other policing of the site 
of such buildings is required to protect the residents and to 
promote the health, safety and welfare of the citizens and 
residents of the City of Romulus; and 
WHEREAS: The City Council has determined that an 
ordinance providing for notice to the owner, mortgage 
holder and-or other lienholder to promptly secure and 
board up such abandoned and-or vandalized building, 
clean up any and all debris upon the premises, is 
necessary and upon failure of any of the aforementioned 
persons to respond thereto by affirmative action, the City 
Council has further determined that it is necessary to 
provide for the imposition of fines and penalties and to 
take emergency steps to cure said omissions and to im- 
pose a lien to the extent of the cost thereof upon the real 
property affected 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION I. Short Title: Abandoned and-or Vandalized 
Buildings Ordinance. 

SECTION II DEFINITIONS 

2.00 For the purpose of this Ordinance, certain terms are 
herewith defined. When not inconsistent with the context, 
words used in the present tense include the future, words 
in the singular number The word "shall" is always 
mandatory and not merely directory. The term "person” 
shall mean an individual, partnership, corporation or 
other association or their agents. Terms not herein 
defined shall have the meanings customarily assigned to 
them. 

a ABANDONED AND-OR VANDALIZED BUILDING 
Any building in the City of Romulus, whether residential, 
commercial or industrial which has been abandoned or is 
vacated and neglected to the extent that windows, doors, 
or other means of access have been broken providing open 
access to said premises by unauthorized persons. In 
addition thereto, an abandoned building shall be any 
building which, whether furnished or not, is unused and-or 
unoccupied and untended as evidenced by the commission 
of acts of vandalism followed by resulting neglect and 
failure to make prompt repairs or any premises upon 
which trash, debris, garbage or other offensive material 
are permitted to be dumped, deposited or left upon the 
land upon which such premises are located, with 'or 
without the owners consent or permission. 

b. LIEN HOLDER Any persons or persons holding a 
land contract as vendor or vendees interest in any land 
contract, recorded or unrecorded, the holder of any 
mortgage, any tenant under any lease, or tenant from 
month to month, at will or at sufferance on any building, 
which, by definition, can be characterized as abandoned 
and-or vandalized or otherwise untended. 

c. MORTGAGEE. Any mortgage company, bank, 
savings and loan association, the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development or any other person or persons 
recorded as mortgage holders, plaintiffs in any 
foreclosure action or the holders of any species of 
ownership or any equity of redemption following any 
mortgage foreclosure sale upon any abandoned and-or 
vandalized building 

d. OWNER. Any person or persons who presently ow n or • 
are purchasing on mortgage or land contract any building 
which has been abandoned and-or vandalized within the 
meaning 

As used in this ordinance, owner shall also include any 
person having the immediate right of possession, in- 
cluding the holder of any lease or any tenant for any term 
having an immediate right to possession of said premises 
As used in this ordinance any mortgagee or the holder of 
a lien, who has acquired a right of possession or is in the 
process of acquiring possessory rights, following the 
vacation and abandonment accompanied by the com- 
mission by any third party of acts of vandalism or the 
depositing of any debris, trash, garbage within or without 
said premises shall be deemed affected by this ordinance. 

e. PERSON. Shall mean the individuals, corporations, 
partnerships and any other associates 

f RECORDED Shall mean the recording of any mort- 
gage, land contract, lien or other evidence of holding of a 
lien with the Wayne County Register of Deeds 
SECTION III VIOLATION 

3 00 It shall be unlawful for any mortgage owner, mort- 
gagee, tenant of lien holder or any person having the right 
of immediate possession of said premises or any person 
holding possession by virtue of any formal or informal 
right of possession as mortgagee or lien holder to
